EXCERPTS FROM GEORGE WASHINGTON, IEE NASON 
FROM HISTORY BY E/RL W. TAYLOR,GRAND SECY. 


200 years ago on November 4, 1752, George 
Weshington, @ comparatively unknown young 
mon, not yet 21 years of age, wes initia- 

zad an Entered Apprentice Mason in "The 

Lodge at Fredericksbur gh" Virginia. He was 
yassed March 3, and reised August 4, the 
st yeer. How much Washington thought . 
of his Masonry is a matter of record, not 
oaly in his writings, but in his acts. He 
weote meny letters to lodges, Grand Lodges 
and brethren; and his words inveriably re- 
seled his high opinion of the fraternity. 
Teequently he visited lodges and attended 
ether functions in which Masons were chief 
ly or wholly concerned. Panebiysia 1793 » 
when the cornerstone of the United States 
Capitol was laid by the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, Worshipful Brother George Wash- 
ington, upon invitetion, acted as Grand 
Master of the Grend Lodge of Meryland pro 
tom in the significant portion of the 
ceremony. 

Thus, to all Mesons in these United States 
the memory of George Washington is very 
dear.

YOUR STANDING IN PREREQUISITE BODIES 


Frequont misunderstanding exists in the 
minds cf some Nobles regarding the manda- 
tory law of the Imperial Council which -e=~ 
quires a Noble to mintain his good staud- 
ing in the prerequisite bodies of either 
the York or Scottish Rites. 

Briefiy stated, to be a member of the 
Shrine, one must belong to either (1) the 
Commandery, or (2) the Consistory of the 
Scottish Rite. 

It is not compulsory to be a member of 
both rites, but good standing in the rite 
of one's choice is obligatory. 

To maintein membership in a Commandery, 
you must be in good standing in both the 
Blue Lodge and the Chapter. 

To maintein membership as a 32° Scottish 
Rite Mason, you must be in good standing 
in the Blue Lodge. 

Since mombership in either a Commandery 
or the Scottish Rite is predicated upon 
good stending in the Blue Lodge,it is ob= 
!vious thet if your membership is severed 
in the Blue Lodge, you are automatically 
dropped in all other Masonic bodies of 
which you might be a member. 

Every link in the chain of your affilia- 
tion must be preserved intact, Every 
life membership in eny Masonic body be- 
comes invelid if your connection with pre- 
ceding bodies is allowed to lepse,
